Only two messages have been 
received from them since their 
arrival. The first was a red light

Just before dusk two Storch 
planes of the Swiss Air Force took 
off to drop heating apparatus and 
further foodstuffs. 

Tonight the glow can be seen 
from a long distance of the 
rescue party’s camp fire. 

Two Swiss Storch planes are 
standing by to attempt a landing 
tomorrow if the doctors recom- 
mend swift transport of the 
injured by air. 

The first party of rescuers who 
set out before dawn this morning 
consisted of three doctors. nine 
guides and 28 Alpinists of the 
Swiss Army. 

They were considerably slowed 
down. however, by a fog. and a 
second party of 40 Alpine troops 
who took up the trail left by the 
leaders were able to join up with 
them. 

As they toiled hour after hour 
up the glacier, the sun broke 
through warmly in a blue sky. 
Guided by ‘planes to the crashed 

aircraft, the climbers found that 
their task was even stiffer than 
expected. This was because the 
Dakota was higher up than had 
been earlier reported. 


DESCENT DANGERS 


The first two rescuers reached 
the plane at 2.21 p.m., at a height 
of 11,000 ft. and the main party 
had arrived with all necessary 
equipment an hour later. 

It is expected that the sur- 
be taken down the 
7.000-ft. way to the village to- 
morrow by the same route as the 
climbers used today. 

This will entail negotiating a 
spur of the Dossenhorn moun- 
tain—with six rescuers to each 
stretcher—and then the 2}-mile 


glacier.

EARS that. the 306-ton ex-

40-FOOT WAVES 

Aboard with a crew of nine was 
Capt. Arthur Dowds, forty, of 
Dublin, whose wife bought the 
ship about six months ago. 

Two of the bodies washed up— 
believed to be of seamen between 
25 and 35 and wearing life-jackets 
—were recovered while 40-ft. 
waves beat the coast. 

The third body Was in an aimost 
inaccessible ‘part of the cliffs.

Britain’s 
Atomic Hold-up 


ESTRICTIONS imposed on 
Scientists by the Atomic 
Energy Bill were strongly criti- 
cised by Prof. L. M. Oliphant, the 
atom bomb expert, speaking at 
Birmingham last night. 

“I am perfectly sure we could 
have in this country atomic energy 
going ahead and solving our coal 
problem, if only given the drive 
to do so, long before other coun- 
tries,” he said. 

“I think the ideas that exist 
in this country now are better 
than those in other countries, 
but whether they will ever be 
allowed to develop to the full is 
another thing. 

“All of us engaged in nuclear 

physics, whether on the applied 
or academic side, are hindered by 
all sorts of things from making 
any progress. 
“We have this terrible Bill 
which has clamped down on 
academic science, in which we are 
going to be allowed to carry on 
only by permission of the 
Minister. instead of as a matter 
of right.”

A PEOPLE’S ARMY 


AS a condition of their sup- 
porting peace-time Con- 
scription, a group of ex-Service 
Labour M.P.s are demanding the 
democratisation of all the Forces. 
All officers should pass through 
the ranks before being commis- 
sioned, they claim. The military 
and nava] colleges should be 
entered, in the same way, by pro- 
mising recruits, whatever their 
class. 

One thing particularly they 
seek to abolish—the sight of 
“ pip-squeak officers,” who, be- 
cause of their class superiority. 
march in front of stalwart 
Guards battalions, looking ridicu- 
lously small. 

During the war, no fewer than

I had had my 
initiation into Gestapo methods 
of examination before I left Eng- 
land, at the special school run by 
the War Office, where I had been 
trained as an agent, 

Remembering the nights Wher 
I nad been called out of bed to be 
suddenly confronted by our In- 
structing Officers, dressed as Ges- 
tapo commissars, who had grilled 
me as thoroughly as the Germans 
were now doing, I almost smiled. 

The Gestapo man who was just 
then examining me asked me 
sharply what amused me, 

“ Only the fact that you do not 
impress me half as much as you 
obviously expect?” I answered 
“ You see, we have a pretty com- 
prehensive training in England, 
and, believe me, our instructors 
do their interrogating more effici- 
ently than you.” 

He was in such a fury that he 
took up the heavy inkpot from 
the table and hurled it across the 
room! 

In the middle of the day I was 
given a lunch so good that it sur- 
prised me; until I realised that its 
purpose was to make me sleepv 
after prison fare. 1 1 
had refused the wine that m. 
panied it. 


‘Wave Of Horror’ 


All through the day the ques- 
tioning went on. Always the 
same questions. When had I 
last seen “Paul,” the British 
agent who had been sent into 
France on a special mission to the 
Maquis? Where was “ Arnaud,” 
the wireless operator who had 
been working with me? What 
part had Raoul played in our 
organisation? 

I had seen Paul“ only a few 
days before my arrest and had 
actually found him a safe hide- 
out in the South of France. 
Arnaud’s whereabouts I knew, 
and also the fact that he was still 
continuing to send out his mes- 
sages to London. But I persist- 
ently denied having any know- 
ledge of either of the men. 

As for Raoui, I told the story 
I had decided upon....that he 
was my husband, had had in 
reality very little to do with the 
Resistance Movement, and had 
only been drawn into it because 
I, a Frenchwoman by birth, had 
persuaded him. 

At the end of the day the Com- 
missars lost their suavity. They 
began to throw out hints of 
having ways and means of mak- 
ing me answer. 

A wave of horror rushed over 
me, but I managed to say lightly 
.. .. Por that. too, I have been 
prepared The Gestapo methods 
of making prisoners talk are well 
known.”
